Rarely  has  a  student  produced  such  a  dramatic  and  beneficial  transformation 
at  a  college  as  JT  did  for  Washington  College.  With  his  example  of  courage,  friendship,  enthusi- 
asm, and  selflessness,  he  stands  as  a  model  campus  leader  that  I  hope  we  and  all  future  genera 
tions  of  the  Washington  College  family  will  emulate.

Following  Ed's  remarks  was  the  presentation  of  the  Alumni  Citations.  Glen  E.  Beebe,  President,  Washington  College  Alumni 
Association,  who  graduated  in  1981,  presented  these  awards.  This  years  recipients  were  John  Conkling  '65,  executive  director  of  the 
American  Pyrotechnical  Association,  and  Agnes  Zaffere  Orban  '41,  a  secondary  school  teacher.  For  the  evening  prior  to  the  ceremonies, 
Mr.  Conkling  designed  and  executed  a  grand  and  thrilling  fireworks  display  on  Kibler  Field. 

After  the  Alumni  Citations  was  the  presentation  of  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Letters  Degree.  The  recipient  for  this  year  was  Mr. 
Benjamin  C.  Bradlee.  As  a  renowned  journalist,  Mr.  Bradlee  has  held  positions  with  some  of  the  countries  most  influential  publications, 
these  include  The  Washington  Post  and  Newsweek.  Currently  he  is  vice-president  at  large  for  The  Washington  Post.    Mr.  Bradlee 
honored  the  class  of  1998  with  his  Keynote  address.  Through  his  array  of  experiences  he  inspired  and  challenged  the  class  to  aspire  to 
greatness  now  and  in  the  future  as  he  has.  The  college  was  fortunate  enough  to  have  an  individual  with  Mr.  Bradlee's  experience  and 


background  at  this  years  graduation  ceremony. 

Following  the  Commencement  Address,  the  Candidates  for  Degrees  were  presented  bv  Joachim  J.  Scholz,  Provost  and  Dean  of  the 
College.  The  soon  to  be  graduates  were  then  awarded  their  diplomas  from  Dr.  John  S.  Toll.  After  the  231  degrees  were  distributed,  the 
presentations  of  the  Faculty  and  Student  Awards  began.
